Not at all. 
The desire t , resuscitate 
the past is the most unfruitful and 
dangerous of utopian dream*, and the 
art of good living does not consist in 
retiring from life. 
But we are trying 
to throw light upon one of the error* 
tiiat drag most heavily upon human 
progress in order to llrid a remedy for 
it 
namely, the belief that man be­ 
comes happier and better by the In­ 
crease of outward well being. Nothing 
is falser than this pretended social 
axiom; on the contrary, that material 
prosperity without on offset diminishes 
the capacity for happiness and de­ 
bases character is a fact which a 
thousand examples ore at hand to 
prove.

world into an abode lit for the god* 
all that was needed wan the overthrow 
of tyranny, iynor.tneo and want tho*»' 
three dread powers so long in league. 
Today other preachers proclaim tho 
same gospel. 
We have seen that the 
unquestionable 
diminution 
of 
want 
has made man neither better nor hap­ 
pier, 
1 las- this desirable result been 
more nearly attaint'd t hrough tin* great 
care bestowed upon instruction? It does 
not yet appear so, nml tin’s failure is 
tlie despair of our nail m l educators, 
Then shall we stop the people’s ears, 
suppress public instruction, close the 
sets >!s? 
By no means. 
But educa­ 
tion, like the mass of our age’s inven­ 
tions, Is after all only a tool; every­ 
thing depends upon t be workman who 
uses it. 
Bo it is with liberty. 
It is 
fatal or life giving according to the 
use made of it. Is it liberty still when 
it is the prerogative of criminals or 
heedless blunderers? 
Liberty is an 
atmosphere of tho higher life, and it is 
only by a alow and patient inward 
transformation that one become* capa­ 
ble of breathing it. 
All life mu. t have it-! law* the life of 
men s » much the la >re than that of In­ 
ferior being's, in th a t'it is more pre­ 
cious and of nie<>r adjustment.
